SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of the video recording Exzesse, also known as Teeny Exzesse- 
Exzesse, has been reconsidered and is altered. It is now classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

This classification is dependent on three excisions being made. This is an alteration 
on the pre-existing classification of the video recording in that excisions are now 
required in order for it to be made available to an adult audience. 

The video recording was submitted for reconsideration of its classification under s42(1) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The video 
recording had been previously classified by the Video Recordings Authority as 
“Indecent unless its circulation is restricted to persons who are 18 years or over and 
who are subscribers to mail order outlets or patrons of adults-only premises.” 
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The video recording contains a German feature explicitly depicting sexual activity. The 
feature contains three scenes depicting the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct in a sexually arousing manner. Because of the presence of these scenes, the 
video recording promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct and is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of FVPC Act. 

However, if the above three scenes are excised, the publication will no longer be 
objectionable. The dominant effect of the remaining material is explicit sexual activity, 
including some degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements, and the availability 
of the publication would not be likely to be injurious to the public good so long as it was 
restricted to an adult audience. The excisions have been agreed to by the authorised 
distributor of the video recording. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have been taken into 
account in determining the classification of this publication, including whether the 
publication promotes and supports criteria listed in s3(2) of the FVPC Act.
